We sadly need the “ ticket-of-leave” sys- 
tem in the prisons of this country, combined 
with the power to infhet overwork as a pun- 
ishment, and to extend the term of service 
of criminals who are unfit to be free. There 
are numbers of criminals now, detained in 
our prisons, and becoming daily more corrupt 
themselves, who might with propriety be re- 
leased, conditional: dn their good conduct. 
Occasionally our Judges apply this principle 
in the cases of convicted criminals of whose 
reformation they have reagon ‘to be hopeful 
by suspending sentence indefinitely; and 
-thete are several men in this City now living 
with the sentence of the law for past crimes 
hanging over them. ‘There are also in our 
prisons many convicts who at the expiration 
of their terms of sentence will be as totally 
unfit to be free as when they went.in, and. who 
ought not to be turned Joose in society to 
plunder it. For the first class we need a 

“ticket-of-leave” system, which will not 
have the disadvantage with the Police of 
being a brand rather than a reward of merit 
to the criminal ; it is hard. enough that the 
possession of such a of good con- 
duct should drive the ) former. convict trom 
all good society and ‘honest employment. 
For the second class we need a Commission, 
with powér to extend the term of. service 
from time to time for the. protection of -so- 
ciety.
